Webber, dean of the citrus experlme. t 
station, and director of the proposed 
graduate 
school of sub-tropical 
agri­ 
culture, has secured the cooperation 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, 
the State 
Horticultural 
School, and the State 
Horticultural 
Commission 
In an Investigation 
that 
will cover the entire citrus field 
from 
methods of segregating .frozen 
from 
unfrozen fruifllo the selection of the 
most hardy varieties for planting. 


,Thls investigation will bo begun at 
once and will probably

a period of six months.

facilitate the work, the Investigation
